PAKY OF YOUR BETTERS." 


It is very hard for boys nud girls bitwaen 


10 and 20 to believe what older people t«ll 
them concerning tho selection of reading 
matter. If a book is interesting, exciting, 
thrilling, tho young folks want to read it. 
They like to f eol their hair stand on end at 
tho hairbreadth escapes of the haro, and 
their nerves tingle to the ends of their fln1 
gera at his exploits, and their faces burn 
with passionate sympathy in his tribulations 
—and what harm ia there in it ? Let ua sea 
what barm there may be. 
You know rery 


well that n child fed on candy and cako and 
sweetmeats soon loses all healthy appetite 
for nutritious food, his teeth grow black 
and crumble away, his stomach becomes de- 
ranged, his breath, offensive, and the whole 
physical and mental organization is dwarfed 
and injured. 
When ho grows older he will 


crave Kplces and tobacco and alcohol to 
stimulate) his abnormal appetito and give 
pungency to tasteless though healthy food. 
No man who grows up from such childhood 
is going to bavo tho first positions of honor 
and trust and usefulness in tho community 
where ho lives. 
The men who hold those 


positions wore fed with milk and bread and 
meat when they were young and not with 
trash. 


Now, tho mind like tho body grows by 


what it foods upon. The girl who fills her 
brain with Billy, sentimental,love-sick stories 
grown up into a silly, sentimental, lacka- 
daisical woman, useless for all the noble and 
substantial work of life.

These thrilling stories have always murder 
or theft, or lying or knavery, as an integral 
part of their tissue, and boys while reading 
them live in tho companionship of ruon and 
women, of boys and girls, with whom they 
would be ashamed to bo Been conversing, 
whom they would never think of inviting 
to their houses and introducing to their 
friends, and whoso very names they would 
not mention in polite society as associates 
and equals. Every book that one reads, no 
loss than every dinner that one eats, be- 
comes part and parcel of the individual, and 
we can no more road without injury an un- 
wholesome book or periodical than wa can 
eat tainted meat and noteuffor thereby. Just 
as there are everywhere stores full of candy, 
cake, and liquor and tobacco and spices, so 
there aro everywhere books, newspapers, 
and magazines full of the veriest trash, and 
abounding in everything boys 
and girla 


should not read. 
And just ae the healthful 


stomach, passing all thcso pernicious bait*, 
will choose sound aliment, so the healthful 
mind will rcjoct tho unwholesome literature 
current everywhere, and select snch only as 
is intrinsically good. 


Tho other day wo picked up a popular 


juvenile weekly, and presently found our- 
selves knee-deep in slaug, over our head in 
vulgar allusions and in tho midst of a low- 
lived metropolitan crowd, whore cock-fights, 
dog-fights, and man-fights were the condi- 
nioiits offered to whet the appetite for read- 
ing, and yet wo kuow families where that 
paper is regularly taken.

read it? Do they know what company their 
children are keeping?

MAICIMO MOS-EV Oor OF PANCAKES.—Tho 


Belfast, Mo., Journal tells how an enterpris- 
ing woman is making money there: 


It is not of that article of diet niado by 


our grandmothers that wo are to speak, but 
a pancake of a less digestible nature manu- 
factured at tho 
Belfast 
shoo 
factory. 


Nothing in tho shape of leather is allowed to 
go-to waste in that institution. Even tho 
shavings from the sole leather have their 
use, and from them tho pancakes are made. 
These shavings are placed upon a table bo- 
fore the operatives, who separate and care- 
fully spread them out within a small casing 
with 
paste, in 
layers, like 
rnisins in 


a bos, first leather, then paste, and the 
whole patted down compactly. 
Wiien a 


cake is completed it is about ono foot in 
length, four inches svide, and n half mi inch 
in thickness. They are then laid away to 
dry, and in three or four days are ready for 
use, which is lo bo cut up into inner heel 
lifts. Thoir manufacture is not a very pleas- 
ant job, as tho girls who make thorn are up 
to their elbows il\ paste. When tho factory 
first started this work was given to Alma 
Houso at four cents per cake. She became 
so expert that sho could easily make 100 por 
day. Being an enterprising woman, and see- 
ing money ahead, sho closed » contract with 
tho proprietors for tho solo manufacture, ;at 
four cents apiece, and then hired help. To- 
day sho has an apartment off the sole room 
and employs six women, who turn out from 
iiOO lo 1(10 a day.

WHAT A NEW ENGLAND WINTER KEQUIKES.- 


BOMI3 EARNEST ADVICE TO PEOPLE WHO 
DON'T LIKK IITIAVy CLOTHING.—THE RE- 
QUIREMEXTS 01" 
CHILDREN 
AND THE 


CHUELTY TIIEV ARE SOMETIMES SUBJECT- 
ED TO. 


The long continuance of cold weather 


brings uiiusual trials to health, especially iu 
that large number of people who, cither 
from necessity or from choice, do not pro- 
vide themselves with warm clothing. 
To 


tbo healthy aud tho warmly clad, tho clear 
cold weather of a New England Winter is 
not harmful, but rather invigorating. 
But 


to ondurc it well requires moro tbau ordina- 
ry euro and prudence in Iho matter of dress, 
ami especially of tho dress which ia nearest 
tho shin. There arc many people, aiul the.so 
frequently of tho most delicate organization, 
who havo an aversion to flannels or any ur- 
tides of woolen dress next to their persons. 
Thero are others, too, who dislike any 
amount of drees which adds to their feeling 
of weight, as if it vrere u burden too heavy 
for them to carry. The result is that such 
persons, though over HO well able to supply 
themselves with warm clothing, systemati- 
cally and on principle go without it, and 
recklessly incur all the risks Mbich aro inci- 
dental to our severe Winters. To all such, 
unless they abut themHclvcs within doors, 
two or three weeks of .such weather as we 
nro now having bring great trials nnd often 
great disasters. Thoy arc generally well-to- 
do women, and at the close of a Rovero-Win- 
ter, if they havo not fallen victims to dis- 
ease, they almost invariable show the offocl.s 
which their imperfect protection from tho 
cold has wrought upon thoir constitutions. 
Tho only safo way for tho inhabitants of 
Now England in. Winter islo wear warm 
clothing aud plenty of it. 


Especially ia this true of [children. 
Wo 


u»o great numbers of thcso every day who 
appear to bo Buffering from being too thinly 
clad. Many of them doubtless belong to 
parents who are compelled to be very econo- 
mical in their expenditures for tins purpose. 
But thin is by no means true of tho greater 
number. There is a notion somewhat com- 
mon that children do not require warm 
clothing. Tho truth is, however, that, next 
to very old persona, they require it moro 
than any others. If (buy' do not have it, a 
largo percentage of them will bo sure to 
perish. But tho most wretched of all aver- 
sions to warm clothing is that which seems ' 
to bo dicf ated by fashion. Too many women, 
not all of them youug, cannot bo induced to 
dresrt AS llio season. really requires.
